NOWICKI^ indicates thatjie desires to leant if SXLVT A>fsII)NEI , 
LOUISE'm)RAN and JAHBT' r GAIMOR are involved in some kind of a 
case. The letter appears to be written by an individual who 
perhaps is suffering from some mental condition and while it 
is appreciated that there is no indication of any Federal viola¬ 
tion, in its transmittal, it is suggested that when an Agent is 
next in Burlingame he might call on MB. N01IGKI to determine the 
purpose of writing the letter. 


If, in the Agent's opinion, there is reason to be¬ 
lieve that NOWICKI might have written nymou 3 comnmni- 

cations, it is suggested that the attached letter, as well as 
any other handwriting specimens that can be obtained from him, 
be forwarded to the Bureau for a comparison with other letters 
that have come to the Bureau's attention. 


Bo appreciable investigation should be conducted, 
of course, in the absence of a Federal violation, but in order 
that this office may maintain the proper relationship with the 
motion picture groups, it is requested that this inquiry be made

SADIE GOCBMEW operate® tho Cadillac Lunch and runs th© 
rooming house at 314 Lor ton Avenue. She states that ALBERT HQv«ICi£I lived 
in her rooming house in room 9 for approximately two months; that he woe 
employed ae s cook in Bot^e -Hanch, in Burlingame, California; he paid his 
rent regularly, was very quiet and gentlemanly; that ahe had no complaints 
against him and never noticed any abnormal conduct at any time or any in¬ 
dication that he was writing letters to persons of prominence-.

ALBERT HGWICiil states that this is his true name hut for some 
time he had been going under the name HEHBRICK SliiGRA. He appears to be 
a very low type of individual, spoke very imperfect English and it was 
difficult to get any comprehensive information from him. E© stated he 
had been working in various places in the east, persons had been threaten¬ 
ing Ms life and that the MA2IS had been after him threatening to kill 
him. E© states they have not bothered him in Burlingame and. he desires 
that they leave him alone. Ho is obviously a slid mental case. 


Upon being asked what letters he had written in the peat, he 
stated he had. not written any except e communication, to CECIL deMLLLE 
of Hollywood, California, inquiring about an insurance settlement and also 
inquiring whether there was a plot against certain prominent movie actors 
ana actresses. Ho states that IR2&E BEEEICWSKI t a Polish girl in Phila¬ 
delphia, was greatly admired by him and that he also was in "love** with 
JANET GAXNOR and SYLVIA. SYIM1Y; that he was a great admirer of these two 
actresses and had, in the past, written *faa w letters;to which he had not 
received replies.

ALBERT IiG?;ICKI states he is now residing at the Sailroad Hotel 
opposite the railroad station in Burlingame; that MBS. G&SL S. BBESI 8 S 
is the manager; that he moved there September 24, 1938, occupies room 6 , 
and pays v 2 .JO a week. states ho is dishwasher at Bob's Lunch where 
he receives f- 15.00 o week and his meals. He states he, is unmarried and 
be formerly worked for JOE DeHOSSit in a sandwich shop at Concord, Califor- 
' nie,but "people followed as from Eeiv York City." Ho stated, that for this 
reason he had to give up his position and erne to Burlingame. He stated 
he formerly livad at Sew York City for nine or ten years gad the only 
address he remembers was the last address in New York City about six months 
ago, 145 East 17th Street, which is a rooming house. He states at the time 
'Of the Lindbergh kidnaping he was questioned and that the NAZI® had been 
after him and he was accused of being inyolfed with JTOfO BtSJ&WM in the 
Lindbergh Kidnaping. B© states that Ms'enemies are very mysterious and 
pursue him from place to place. He states he .had been using the name 
. Bl&LRICK SIKORA in ^ow York City and had to change his nemo for the reason 
that he was threatened with assassination; that he used that name while 
working in a coffee shop at 456 Stone Avenue,iBrooklyn, Hew York, which 
place is owned by MBA CBAHHOW (phonetic'spelling); that while working there 
he lost Ms right index finger due to blood poisoning; that bo hacl & claim 
through the Massachusetts Insurance Company t 130 William Street, York 
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City, and received #595*00 frosa the Hew York State Compensation Commission. 

He stated his reason,for writing CECIL DeMILLE was that he understood that 
prominent movie actresses had been in difficulty"with this insurance com¬ 
pany. He stated he was in the Hew York General Hospital, in 19^1, for a 
hernia operation and had-his thumb amputated last year at the Manhattan 
Hospital, Hew York Cityl fie denies he has ever been in any monthl hospital 
or treated for any mental condition. He states he has been in the United 
Sta t e s -a l u ce 1 020: that be arrived in this country at HIis Island from 
Turkey on a Turkish boat by the name of "EXOTAVA-**j that he came in under 
the immigration quota, had his passport visaed by the American Consul at 
Constantinople; that bis sister SHS. CECELIA SOJClEKOMSil vouched for Mm 
at that time and that she sms then living in Coming, Hew York; that about 
four years ago she moved to Cleveland, Ohio, where she opened e small 
sandwich shop* He claims he does not know her present whereabouts. He 
kept insisting "‘German HA2IS are after me. I run away. .Hobody bothers 
me here in Concord. Some moving pietur© actresses ware after me.® He 
states he was questioned as a suspect in the Lindbergh Kidnaping case 
while ho was working in a restaurant at Tarry-town, Hew Tors, which was 
operated by on© MAX KE1TLABSR {.phonetic spoiling). He states he has never 
written a threatening letter to anyone at any time and has never written 
en anonymous letter. Be denies he has ever been fingerprinted but admits 
being in the U.S.Army enlisting in 1922 or 1923 &t *ort Henning, Georgia. 

Be served 16 months and bought his way out. He claims he has never been 
arrested in his life, but he stated he was held in Buffalo, Hew ^ork, at the 
police deportment about three years ago while treepassing on railroad 
property. He stated he leerasd English in th© night schools in Hew York City, 
fie speaks very imperfect English, is very nervous and erratic in appearance 
and no attempt was made, at this time, to get any additional exemplars of his 
handwriting, fi© was shown the original letter addressed to “MB. CECIL B. D.MILLE 
STUDIO, BOLLYWOOD, CAL. 1 * bearing his return address *314 Norton Aye. Burlingame, 
Cal.* and he freely admitted writing this communication. 

He agreed to have his fingerprints taken, which was done, by 
th© Burlingame Police Department. Copy of the prints is being forwarded to 
the Bureau, with its copies of this letter and copy is being forwarded to 
the Los Angeles Field Office with this letter.
